During the year just passed four sluices, on the 
Branch or Concord road so called, have been rebuilt, 
and earthen drain tile substituted for wood and 
stone and are found most satisfactory so far. The 
town has on hand about 800 feet of bridge plank, 
two Thatcher scrapers and one leveler in good 
condition.
